NEWS REVIEW OF 
CURRENT EVENTS 


Council of League of Nations Has 
Stopped One War and Headed 
Off Another. 

ITS FRIENDS ARE ELATED 

Opponents of Covenant Also Find an 
Argument for a Lodge Reservation — 
Poles and Russians Talk Peace 
- While Latter Lose Battles — 
Guerrilla Warfare in 
Ireland.

Believers In the Longue of Nations 
are much elated by the results of the 
ninth session of the longue council 
which ended In Paris early In the 
week. By diplomatic presentation of 
fact and argument, the council In- 
duced four nations, which were on 
the verge of engaging in two wnrs, 
to agree to peaceful settlement of their 
differences. In one of the cases, In- 
deed, hostilities already hnd broken 
out. This was the cuse of Poland and 
Lithuania. These two nations con- 
sented to suspend hostilities Immedi- 
ately pending a settlement of their 
dispute which both sides will accept. 
In this settlement the league council 
'will be represented by Count Quinones 
de Leon, Spanish ambassador to 
France, and Baron Keishlro Matsul, 
Japanese vice foreign minister. When 
the council meets In October, It Is ex- 
pected, nt least a tentative decision 
will be ready for Its approval. 

The council hnd almost given up 
hope of arranging this settlement 
when, on the last day of the session, 
Ignace Paderewski, head of the Polish 
delegation, suddenly arose and In a 
dramatic speech declured his country 
was eager for peace with Lithunniu 
and believed the latter nation also 
desired peace. M. Woldemar and oth- 
er Lithuanian delegates ar<»se, strode 
across the room und warmly whook 
hands with the Poles, while the room 
rang with cheers. Woldemar declared 
his confidence In the fuirness of the 
council and said he would ublde by 
llts decision. 

Sweden's dispute with Flnlnnd over 
possession of the Aland islnnds was 
the other matter which It was believed 
wus put In a fair way to he decided 
without recourse to arms. The Finns 
offered a reservation which created 
some doubt at first, but this. It aje 
peared, wus made for technical rea- 
sons and would not offer any difficulty 
which could hot be surmounted. Neith- 
er nation, It was pointed out by league 
officials, was legally hound to accept 
the decision of the league, but both 
are morally obligated to do so, and 
If a settlement can be offered that Is 
backed by public opinion, the govern- 
ments ennnot well refuse to concur. A 
commission was appointed to inquire 
into the merits of the dispute. 

Opponents of the league found In 
this Aland islands case fresh argu- 
ment to support their belief that the 
league covenant, as It stands, gives 
the council the Chance to do Just what 
the supporters of the Lodge reserva- 
tions feared — to Interfere in domestic 
questions. They point out that Fin- 
land contended that the Aland Island 
dispute Is a Finnish domestic, not an 
international, question and that the 
league had no jurisdiction thereof. 
The league council rejected the Fin- 
nish content bin, pronounced the ques- 
tion international and appointed the 
commission. * 

There is In the covenant, say the 
objectors, no guarantee that the coun- 
cil wopld not pronounce the present 
controversy between Japan and the 
rotted States over immigration an In- 
ternational question subject to its 
jurisdiction ; and if Japan should sub- 
mit the dispute to the league, as is 
suggested in that country, the United 
States would be In an awkward If 
not a dangerous position. One of the 
Lodge reservations. It will lie remem- 
bered. specifically declared that Amer- 
ican Immigration and other domestic 


questions should he exempt from the 
Jurisdiction of the league. 

Japanese lenders have nlmost ceased 
to hope for a settlement of the Im- 
migration dispute while the present 
administration Is In power, and their 
chances for fnvornble uctlon under the 
next administration are slim. Fol- 
lowing up the declarations made by 
Senator Harding, Governor Cox has 
been telling the Pacific const people 
that he believes they are right In 
wishing to exclude the Japanese. It 
seems certain tlint the next adminis- 
tration, whether Republican or Demo- 
cratic, will he pressed to terminate the 
present treaty with .Tnpnn, so that ex- 
clusion may be legal. With Califor- 
nia’s apparent determination to adopt 
additional restrictive legislation, the 
race question on the const becomes 
more serious daily; but wise and well 
Informed persons, In both America and 
Japan, have -little fear that It will 
result In war. 

In accordance with an agreement 
made last July between Jnpnn and 
Asiatic Russia, the Japanese war of- 
fice has evacuated Khabarovsk and 
the only Japanese garrisons left In 
Siberia are at Vladivostok and along 
the Usurl railway. Asiatic Russia, it 
is said, has agreed to preserve the 
pence, to maintain friendly relations 
with Japan and to abolish communism. 

The Folish-Russlnn peace confer- 
ence opened In Riga, hut It was sur- 
rounded by an atmosphere of gloom 
and the prediction was made freely 
thnt the results will be nib Each side 
distrusts the other, and on certain 
questions It seems impossible for them 
to get together. One of these Is Ukral- 
nln, which the Reds assert is nlrendy 
self-determined in favor of soviet rule. 
The Ukrainians who follow Petlurn 
deny this and say their soviet rulers 
are foreigners. They have sent rep- 
resentatives to the Riga meet, but 
these nre not admitted by the reds. 
Disarmament by both Poland and Rus- 
sia was declnral by Adolph Joffe, licud 
of the red delegation, to be the only 
guarantee of stable pence. 

Military operations ngalnst the so- 
viet forces went right along, und 
their enemies scored severnl decided 
victories. The united Polish-Ukralnlan 
front east of Lemberg was moving 
forward at the rate of fifteen miles 
a day and hnd reached Rovno and 
Knmenets Podolsk, and the Ukrainian 
cavalry had occupied the latter Im- 
portant city. In the Grodno region 
the soviet government claimed to have 
defeated the Poles and to have ta^en 
n number of towns. But the Moscow 
war reports have been almost uni- 
formly false since the collapse of the 
Invasion of Poland. 

Following the plan which was out- 
lined last week. General Wrangel has 
been pushing his way northward along 
the Dnieper river and. nt last reports, 
after several smashing victories, he 
hnd captured Alexandrovsk. together 
with about 10,000 prisoner <. five ar- 
mored trains, many guns and large 
stores of supplies. 

Turkish nationalists In southern Asia 
Minor have been displaying renewed 
activity and dispatches from Constan- 
tinople say they are besieging the 
the French In Adana, bombarding 
Tarsus and making frequent attacks 
on Mersina. These Tufks ure assisted 
by disaffected Arabs and also by Ger- 
man officers who have been stranded 
tn the country since the armistice. 
These latter are handling the urtil- 
lery. The French at Adana and Tar- 
sus have got supplies In and are pre- 
pared for a winter’s siege. The Ar- 
| meniau city of Hadjln has sent out 
word that It ts facing starvation and 
massacre and must have help. 

The immediate situation in Ireland 
has resolved itself Into a guerrilla war 
of the most vicious description, which 
so far the British authorities have not 
been able to control. The Sinn Fein- 
ers ambush and slay the police, and 
the police in reprisal kill the Sinn 
Feiners like rats and ravage their 
towns. The most startling of theae 
occurrences was the-rald last week on 
; Kalbriggan. the center of the weaving 
I | Industry of south Ireland: Inspector 
’ , Burke of the British police in Ireland 
was shot down as he was leaving a 
restaurant, and his brother was badly 
wounded. When the news reached 
: * Germantown, where the police were 


stationed, ten trucks full of them 
started for Bnlhrlggan. There they 
first set fire to the public houses and 
a large number of private homos from 
which they drove the people, and then 
burned to the ground some of the larg- 
est hosiery mills In Irelnnd, belonging 
to an English firm. They wound up 
the raid by murdering a hnrher and 
a dairyman, both Sinn Feiners. Simi- 
lar raids were made last week on 
other Irish towns where the jKillce had 
been enraged h.v the killing or wound- 
ing of their comrades. In County 
Clare n mltltnry truck In which were 
a number of police was ambushed ly 
armed men und In the ensuing fight 
four of the officers were killed. The 
police involved In the Balhriggan Inci- 
dent were not members of the Royal 
Irish constabulary, but recruits for 
that force who, from their uniforms, 
nre known its "hlnck and tans." In 
the last two weeks more than twenty 
policemen and soldiers and a score of 
Sinn Feiners have been killed In Ins- 
land, nnd large numbers on both sides 
have been wounded. 

Oswald Gnrrlson Villard, who used 
to he nujorlously pro-Gernmn nnd 
anti-British, has formed a committee 
of 100 Americans to Investigate nnd 
report publicly on conditions In Ire- 
land, with especial reference to atroci- 
ties. Public hearings will be held In 
Washington by a commission of the 
committee. Severnl senators and gov- 
ernors have agreed to serve on the 
committee, all the members of which 
are said to be prominent citizens. 

So far ns the public bus been per- 
mitted to know, little progress has 
been made toward discovering and ap- 
prehending the perpetrators of the 
Wall street bomb outrage. It has been 
definitely established, however, that 
the blast was caused by the explosion 
of a huge TNT bomb with a time de- 
vice. nnd there is no doubt the affair 
was arranged by reds. Many arrests 
have been made, hut It Is not known 
that the guilty persons nre in cus- 
tody. Since the New York explosion 
a good tunny other cities have re- 
ceived warnings thnt certain public 
buildings were to he blown up. A 
good guess Is that the outrage was the 
work of radical leaders who wislied’by 
this demonstration to keep up the 
revolutionary spirit of their recruits. 

The five Socialists who were ex- 
pelled from the New York legislature 
some time ago, and who were re-elect- 
ed recently, attempted to take their 
seats. Three of them were ngaln 
ousted, and the others resigned In pro- 
test. The action of the majority in 
the assembly was opposed by Theo- 
dore Roosevelt and Is characterized 
by Charles E. Hughes "Incredible folly 
I and flagrant disregard of the funda- 
mental principles of American institu- 
tions." Owing to eertuln complica- 
tions this time, the cuse may he taken 
Into the courts. 

The Kenyon committee of the sen- 
ate resumed in Washington its inves- 
j tlgation of campaign funds. hikI sub- 
I poenaed several bureau chiefs in the 
1 endeavor to learn to what extent fed- 
eral agencies are being employed to 
disseminate election propaganda for 
Cox. The Republicans assert the pub- 
lications of the bureaus of education, 
wur. tnid navy have been used this 
1 way. James W. Gerard, chairman of 
the Democratic finance committee, 
told the committee he had collected 
: only $138,000 to date and that he 
would he happy If he got a million; 
also that no limit was put on indi- 
vidual contributions. William Boy« 
Thompson, ghairman of the Republic- 
an ways and menus committee, told 
the committee the Cox charges were 
“all bunk." and aroused Senator Reed 
by asserting that Mr. Cox “Is no 
stranger to Wall street." Pinned 
down, be said he Implied nothing sin- 
ister.

Especially So on Large, Machines 
Where Contact With Road Surface 
la Broad — Two Styles of Tires 
Complicates Matters. 


The tread design of an automobile 
tire may be n matter of stnnll conse- 
quence to the driver of n small car, 
but every driver of n heavy car knows 
that the trend configuration hns a 
good deal to do with the ease with 
which the car may he steered. 

On the smnller cars the area of the 
tread that Is In contact with the road 
surface Is so smalt that an Improper 
design mny cause little trouble. But 
when a heavy car settles down on Its 
tires, the driver finds himself cnlled 
on for the exercise of constant atten- 
tion 1 and effort to keep the car from 
swerving off the road. If the tread de- 
sign is improper type. 

One point on which all motorists agree 
Is that the tires on the rear wheels 
should be of a good non-skid pattern 
and that the front tires should have a 
trend design that will keep them run- 
ning ahead In a straight line with a 
minimum of steering effort on the part 
of the driver. 

The Ideal tire tread Is one that can 
be used with equally good results on 
any wheel, either front or hack. Given 
such a tire a motorist need carry 
only one spare, and his car Is always 
evenly bnlnnced, no matter what tire 
changes he makes. But If one style 
trend Is used on the front wheels and 
another on the rear, the motorist will 
usually carry two spares, one of each 
type. Having two types furnishes a 
further complication when It Is de- 
sired to shift partly-worn tires from 
the hardworking rear wheels to the 
front wheels, In order to get a few 
thousand miles more wear out of them 
before they go to the scrap heap. The 
non-skids used on the rear may not 
he suited for front wheel purposes. 


In Case Auto Is Not Too Firmly Im 
bedded or Stalled It Can Be 
Brought to Solid Ground With- 
out Much Difficulty. 


Sometimes the automoblllst acci- 
dentally gets his car In such a posi- 
tion In n mud hole, over a hank, or In 
a slmllnr predicament, that the power 
of the car lias no effect In helping It- 
self out In that ense, where the car 
Is not too firmly Imbedded or stnlled, 
the wheel-jack can be brought to the 
rescue.

AIM IS TO BE OF SERVICE 


New York Organization Opens Housee 
for Accommodation of Disabled 
Men Undergoing Training. 


Theodore Roosevelt Sums Up Prlnoh 
pies of Legion Before Cleveland 
Chamber of Commerce. 


Ex-soldlers and sailors are not for- 
gotten by the Stage Women’s War Re- 
lief committee which has just opened 
two new houses at 38-40 West Forty- 
eight street. New York city, where dis- 
abled veterans undergoing vocational

"We are service men and service 
women. That is our aim — to be of 
service to this country." 

With those words Theodoro Roose- 
velt, son of the late er-Presldent 
Roosevelt, summed up his speech on 
the alms nnd principles of the Amer- 
ican Legion, delivered before the 
Chamber of Commerce of Cleveland, 
•e things, he declared, were 
pon In organizing the Legion. 


the Legion should be a purely 
service organization with absolutely 
no distinction of rank between gen- 
eral and private, admiral and gob. 

' That the Legton must be non- 
partisan and must concern Itself with 
policies, not politics. 

That there must be no distinction 
drawn between branches of service, 
between those who served overseas 
and those who waited at home. 

“The American Legion Is going to 
be the biggest stabilizing influence In 
America, in these disturbed times," he 
said. He cited a letter from his fa- 
ther, written In 1918, in which the fos, 
mer president predicted that the dan- 
ger In this country lay In the tendency 
to swing from extreme to extreme — 
from radicalism to reaction and vice 
versa. 

To show that the Legion does not 
care for politics Mr. Roosevelt pointed 
out that the first national commander.

GREETING CABLED BY D’OLIER 

Legion Commander Reoelle Sixth An- 
niversary of Great Britain's En- 
trance Into World War.

The prettiest of the new ribbon 
trimmed smocks and blouses are mnde 
of taffeta nnd trimmed with plnld, 
striped or figured ribbons, plaids and 
stripes having the preference.

their Incubators before or after each 
hatch. A 5 per cent solution of a re- 
liable coal-tar disinfectant or carbolic 
acid may be used to wnsh out the ma- 
chine and to disinfect the egg trays 
and nursery drawer. If the burlap Is 
very dirty It may be cheaper to renew 
than to clean It. 

For Hit Incubator of about three cu- 
bic feet capacity one may pour one- 
hnlf ounce of formalin, which contains 
40 per cent formaldehyde, on one-linlf 
ounce of permanganate of potash In n 
pan In the Incubator, which produces 
a very penetrutlng gas and thoroughly 
disinfects the machine. The door of 
the Incubator should be closed Just 
as soon ns the liquid Is poured Into the 
pan and left closed for twelve hours 
or longer. Incubators should be well 
nlred before they are used after disin- 
fecting, especially when formalde- 
hyde or any disinfectant which pro- 
duces a gas lias been used.

The feeder must use his own Judg- 
ment In deciding how much grain to 
give the hens, as the amount of feed 
which they will ent varies with dif- 
ferent pens nnd at different seasons 
of the year. They will eat more food 
In the spring while In.vlng heavily 
than the summer and fall when luying 
fewer eggs. 

A fair general estimate Is about oue 
quart of scratch grains and an equal 
weight of mash (nbout one and a half 
qunrts) dally to 1.1 hens of the gen- 
eral purjtose breeds, such ns the Ply- 
mouth Hocks. Rhode Island Reds, or 
Wynndottes. or to 16 hens of the small- 
er or egg breeds. This would hi* about 
seven and a half -pound* each of 
scratch grains and of mash dally to 
100 Leghorns and about nine and a 
half pounds of each to 100 general 
purpose fowls. If hens have free 
range or large yards containing green 
feed a general purjmse hen will eat 
about 75 pounds of feed In a year and 
a Leghorn will ent about 55 pounds. In 
addition to the green stuff consumed. 
It has been found In experiments con- 
ducted on the government poultry 
farm.

Here the 
merchants gather to discuss trade 
bills, and bank representatives to 
check the number of hills to lie taken 
up and secure data for exchange rates 
for bills and foreign coin. Rates are 
practically determined in the coffee 
shops.

Relations With Japan Becoming 
Badly Strained Though There 
Is No Danger of War. 


The proposed Cnllfnrnln law, It Is 
held by Its proponents, would deny to 
the Jnpnnese In this country no rights 
or privileges not denied to Americans 
In Jnpnn by Jnpnnese law. It mny be 
ns well to give here the following sum- 
mary of the chief features of the pro- 
posed law. It Buys : 

That aliens. Ineligible to citizen- 
ship In the United States, companies, 
corporations nnd associations, the ma- 
jority of whoso stock Is owned by sueh 
aliens, are authorized to own nnd con- 
vey land only as provided by treaty 
nnd not otherwise. 

That such persons, companies, cor- 
porations nnd associations shall not 
be appointed guardians for estntes 
consisting wholly or In pnrt of realty, 
but thnt the public administrator or 
other “competent person" shall act for 
the minor heirs of such estntes. 

Thnt ownership or leases, acquired 
In violation of the law, shall become 
and remain the property of the stnte 
of California. 

That evasions of the law governing 
conveyance of property shall he pun- 
ishable by fine, not exceeding $5,000 
nor more than two years In Jnil or 
both. 

Governor Stephens snys of It : “The 
bill does not and will not, be- 
cause the state legally cannot, prevent 
Japanese control of our soil nor can It 
stop further Immigration. The full 
solution of this question cannot be had 
short of an exclusion act passed by 
congress." 


Both the Poles nnd General Wrangel 
continued their successful warfare on 
the Russian soviet forces. The for- 
mer at last reports had captured the 
Important cities of Lida and Pinsk, 
and were steadily advancing north- 
eastward toward Vilnn, whose fall was 
expected soon. Lida Is the place 
where Trotzky wns snld recently to 
have established the headquarters of 
a new Bolshevik army of 00,000 for a 
fall campaign ngninst t ho Poles. The 
Ukrainians, who are operating on that 
front, have recovered Kamanetz-Po- 
dolsk from Ihe Bolshevik! and are 
said to be planning n drive to form 
a Junction with Wrangel’s forces and 
to sever the soviet line of communi- 
cation between Kiev and Odessa. 
Wrangel, who Is now well to the north 
of Atexandrovsk, Is being aided by 
Mnkno, the Independent Ukrainian 
lender, nnd Is taking large numbers of 
prisoners. 

The soviet government has had more 
tlian enough war with Poland, and at 
the Riga conference Is seemingly mak- 
ing every offort to arrange an armis- 
tice that shall lead to peace. Accord- 
ing to a dispatch from Warsaw, Adolph 
Joffe, head of Ihe Russian delega- 
tion, received Instructions from Mos- 
cow to accept all the conditions laid 
down by Poland, however hard they 
may he, except those compelling Rus- 
sia to partly or wholly disband her 
Red army. So far the chief matter in 
dispute has been the line of demarca- 
tion between Polund, While Russia 
and Ukralnla. 


Disclosures of Crookedness In Organ 
ized Baseball Arouse Indignation 
and Grief — Poles and Baron 
Wrangel Still Driving the 
Reds— Moscow Eager 
for Peace.

Despite the undoubted fact thnt the 
governments of the United States nnd 
Japan are earnestly striving to nrrive 
at an amicable settlement of their dif- 
ferences, the relations between the two 
nutlons are becoming more strained 
dally. This does not mean that hos- 
tilities will ensue — such an eventual- 
ity Is almost out of the question — but 
the situation Is giving undesirable op- 
portunity to the alarmists nnd the 
Jingoes of both countries and Is real- 
ly worrying the statesmen and those 
directly Interested In International 
commerce. 

The administration at Washington 
has sent to Tokyo a communication 
stating Just how far It Is willing to 
go to meet the desires of the Jnpnn- 
ese, nnd this proposition wns tnken 
under consideration by the Japanese 
cabinet. At neither capital was any 
Information given out as to the con- 
tents of tho American note, but It wns 
reported tn Washington that one of 
the fundamental considerations Insist- 
ed upon by the administration Is that 
Japan shnll give a new guarantee 
against Immigration, in the form of 
nil amendment either to the existing 
trenty or to the “gentlemen’s agree- 
ment" under which since 11MI7 Japan 
has undertaken to prevent the emigra- 
tion of laborers to America. 

If Jnpnn agreed to accept any such 
amendment. It probably would be to 
the gentlemen's agreement, for the 
Jupanese people would scarcely stand 
for a formal treaty by which they, al- 
most alone, would be set apart us un- 
desirable Immigrants Into America. 
If Japan ennnot bring about a definite 
settlement of the trouble at this time, 
she desires at least to reach an un- 
derstanding thnt will quiet the talk 
of Japanese domination In California 
and Induce the pimple of tliut stale to 
reject, at the coming election, the pro- 
posed new ullen land luw which Is the 
cause of most of Japan's protests. 
The adoption of that law was pre- 
vented last year by the administration, 
hut whether this could be done uguln 
ts problematical.

How a post of the American Le- 
gion purified a little oil-boom town In 
Texas when respect for law and order 
had become a mockery Is told in the 
American Legion Weekly. 

Desdemona, Tex., was hnrdly more 
than a stop for wayfarers on the rond, 
a slumbrous, dusty community, until 
oil enme and the town took on new life 
and lured hosts of brawny adventur- 
ers. The treasure huntehs came to 
prospect and pioneer, but, ns Is Inevi- 
tably the case, there followed after 
them n horde of shlfty-eyed gentry 
and red-lipped women. The word was 
passed out that the lid wns off in Des- 
demonn. 

Then the ring ran up against The 
American Legion. Individually for n 
long time the members of Peavy-Brlce 
post tried quietly to combat the spread 
of vice In Desdemona. The ring, aid- 
ed by the town constable, a deputy 
sheriff and the Justice of the pence, de- 
cided that It would crush this organi- 
zation of veterans who stood for Ideals 
that were not compatible with places 
of unsavory repute. It began by 
threatening the Legionnaires with vio- 
lence nnd when It found them unwil- 
ling to retaliate It grew more arro- 
gant. The post quietly cnlled a cap- 
tain of Texas rangers from Austin. 


The captain found Desdemona In 
tumult Armed members of the vice 
ring were parading through the streets 
In confident bravado. The post mar- 
shaled Its forces nnd ordered the three 
offending “pence" ofllcers of the town 
to leave within twenty-four hours. The 
latter returned a contemptuous re- 
fusal. Desdemona seethed. From oil 
fields nnd camps hundreds of men 
poured Into town to be present when 
the ultimatum should expire. 

Eighteen Legionnaires were sworn 
In as deputy rangers nnd mingled with 
the crowd while the ofTendlng ofllcers 
swaggered down the mnln street. Just 
ns the time limit expired one unnrmed 
member of the Lcglqn post stepped up 
to the ofllcers nnd ordered them to 
surrender. A dozen revolvers leaped 
from n dozen hips nnd nil the bravado 
went out of the ring. The Legion dep- 
uties disarmed the lenders nnd mnrcli- 
ed them off to an office, where they 
wrote out their resignations ns town 
ofllclnls. 

The next morning the roads from 
Desdemonn were dotted with automo- 
biles hearing the exodus of the sport- 
ing fraternity to newer and greener 
pnstures. Desdemonn wus through 
with them.

The tobacco plant mny he grown 
successfully In nil latitudes from 
southern Canada to the tropics nnd on 
n great variety of soils, hut the com- 
mercial value of the product Is Influ- 
enced to a greater degree by the par- 
ticular soil and cllmdtlc conditions un- 
der which the plant Is grown than 
Is almost nn.v other Important crop. 
Those facts arc so well recognized that 
the tobacco industry has become high- 
ly specialized, and the trade regularly 
looks to certain well-defined areas of 
production for Its supply of the vari- 
ous clnsses nnd types of leaf required. 
In these tobacco-producing districts 
the necessary facilities for marketing 
are available, and prevailing prices of 
the cured leaf are governed largely 
by the relative supply and demand and 
by the qualify of the leaf produced. 

Increased Production. 

Ench important district produces a 
tobacco of certain well-known chnrnc- 
j teristlcs which make It desirable for 
special purposes of manufacture or ex- 
I port. Moreover, In practically nil of 
j these districts the production can he 
j readily Increased to meet any In- 
J creased demand at profitable prices. 

: For these reasons efforts to Introduce 
the commercial growing of tobacco In 
sections outside of the established 
producing centers are likely to result 
In failure, either because the leaf pro- 
duced Is not quite right In type or 
satisfactory marketing facilities are 
not available. Furthermore, any de- 
velopment of the industry In a new 
section on a large -scale, which would 
he essential for economical marketing, 
would most likely load to overproduc- 
; tion and, ns a consequence, unprofita- 
ble prices. As a matter of fact, over- 
production Is ii constant menace in all 
of the established centers of tobacco 
1 growing. 

Growing and Handling. 

The methods of growing nnd han- 
dling the crop must he varied uccord- 
1 lug to the type of leaf which it is de- 
sired to produce, for the kind of to- 
bacco is influenced very greatly by the

Iowa Farmer Solves Problem by Us- 
ing Channel in Groo«e, Anchored 
With Rods. 


When a sliding door Is used nt the 
entrance of a barn nr machine shed 
a groove between the* floor and the 
approach Is often used as a guide for 
the door. But when concrete Is used 
this construction Is not satisfactory, 
as the edges are chipped off by the 
wheels of wagons nnd other machinery 
with steel tires. 

An Iowa farmer has solved this 
problem In a very simple nnd satisfac- 
tory maimer. He placed a three-inch, 
four-pound channel Iron In the groove. 
Holes were drilled through the sides at 
Intervals of two feet and rods placed 
through them to serve as anchors. 

The Iron protects the concrete and 
forms a smooth guide for the door.

Never provide roosts until the pul- 
lets are about half matured. A good 
plan Is to have a platform erected, 
about eighteen inches from the floor, 
upon which they may go at night. 
After the birds are uhout half ma- 
tured, roosts can l»e placed on this 
platform, to which they will readily 
take. Where pullets are compelled to 
roost on the floor until well grown, 
they are very slow uhout taking to 
roosts when they require It. Besides, 
unless the droppings are cleaned up 
dully, roosting on the floor will soon 
breed a lot of red inttes which will 
torment the stock more than anything 
else.

Electric Light Employee 


Joseph Gallant, 26 years of age, of 
921 Commercial street received an 
electric shock Saturday afternoon at 
the power station of the Weymouth 
Light and Power Co„ while engaged 
in cutting out high tension wires.

The regular discharge fit- 
ting was attached with a tee. A pet- 
cock was placed opposite the dis- 
charge and an operating rod for It 
was run up to the top of the engine. 
As soon as the oil feed stops, It Is but 
a minute's work to open the petcock. 
and allow a small quantity of oil to he 
pumped out. When tills Is then closed, 
the oil flows through the discharge 
pipe, whether the stoppage was due 
to an air look or to dirt. — Victor W.

SHALLOW OIL PAN IS 
USEFUL SUBSTITUTE 

May Be Used to Take Place of 
Wheeled-Jack. 


Car May Be Swung Around In 8m*ll 

Qarage Where Space for Turning 
and Maneuvering la Limited — 

Oil Not Good for Tires. 

One of those special Jacks with 
wheels on It to enable cars to be ma- 
neuvered without trouble In close quar- 
ters Is a hnnd£ thing to hnve, espe- 
cially In the gnrnge whore several cars 
nre kept, and where It Is necessary to 
run them pretty close together In order 
to get them all In. Such a jack merely 
raises the front or the hack end of 
the cor, and then the vehicle may be 
swung around to the desired point, do- 
ing awny with a great deal of back- 
ing and turning and wheel twisting 
where the car must be worked around 
In the desired position under Its own 
power. 

But It appears that a cor may be 
swung nround In emergencies without 
the aid of a jock of the kind mentioned 
providing one of those shallow oil 
pans, such ns Is often slid under a car 
to catch any oil or grease drip from 
the motor or clinssls. Is at hand. We 
had stored our car in n gnrngo where 
the space for turning and maneuvering 
was very smnll Indeed, and In the ab- 
sence of a Jnck with wheels on It, the 
garage attendant merely backed the 
enr Into the oil pnn, which, by the way, 
had a slight flint of oil and greasy ma- 
terial in It, says a writer In an ex- 
change. With the rear tires standing 
on the pan, he merely pushed the ear 
sideways and the tires slid across the 
oiled surfnee of the pnn accomplish- 
ing the swinging process In a unique 
manner. And while It Is not advocat- 
ed that such a use he hnbltunlly made 
of the pnn since It Is none too good 
for the tires to get them In oil, never- 
theless It Is a kink worth knowing.

HINTS TO POULTRY KEEPERS 

By Edward Lukeman 

With the price of eggs steadily ad- 
vancing and the pried of grnin on the 
downward trend, prospects certainly 
look bright for the poultry keeper who 
will have eggs to sell this winter. 
From present indications poultry-keep- 
ers are entering on the most profitable 
era which they have ever experienced. 

It follows then that wise poultry 
keepers will give their birds the very- 
best care and attention possible and 
thus reap handsome profits. 

To secure winter eggs the first es- 
sential is to have goou laying stock 
and well matured early hatched pul- 
lets are tho very best. Every flock 
should contain a good percent of such 
birds. 

The old hens should be gone over 
carefully by Nov. 1, and those that 
are too old, or low producers should 
be sold, or in other ways disposed of. 
Having done this, the next thing is to 
give all possible attention to those 
thnt are left. 

The size of the flock is no sure 
index of the number ot winter eggs 
that will be produced. \ have known 
cases where 15 or 20 birds well cared 
for. produced more eggs during the 
winter than 100 immature, poorly- 
housed and half starved fowl. 

A great many poultry keepers in 
their enthusiasm for makrtng money 
attempt to keep twice as many birds 
as they have room for, and in this 
way almost entirely stop the produc- 
tion of winter eggs. 

The number of birds to be kept dur- 
ing the winter should be carefully 
limited by the size of the poultry- 
house. If you allow three square 
feet of floor surface to each bird you 
won’t go far wrong. A building 20 
feet long and 10 feet wide should not 
contain more than 75 birds, although it 
often happens that 100 or 123 birds

umming is in constant twilight, even 
when the door is left open. Needless 
to say, this condition does not favor 
activity on the part of the hen. 

One of the very best poultry-houses 
lias curtains on the south side, and 
windows on t lie other three sides, so 
that only in zero weather need the 
curtains be pulled down. Most days 
they can be pushed up and remain so 
all day. Another advantage with win- 
dows on all sides- is that tiie hens ul- 
ways scratch the litter toward the 
light, and it some work every morn- 
ing to level it up again. This is done 
away with when the windows are on 
three sides. 

I have not mentioned that tiie build- 
ings nnist be kept ^clean, as anyone. 
"I'° has ever kept poultry knows that 
this Is imperative. 

With all the conditions tliut 1 have 
mentioned above favorable, it would 
; be impossible to secure wlnier egg 
I p roduction without proper feeding, and 
the first requirement is that a sufflcl- 
| cut quantity lie given. Too many peo- 
| l ie are afraid of overfeeding, the 
ancient idea of hens too fat »o lay is 
still widely credited, when as a matter 
of fact, no hen but a fat hen can lay. 
Many people begrudge a hen every 
morsel she eats, and where you fina 
those people you can rest assured 
. they are the ones who are always 
I complaining that hens don't pay. 

Keep dry mash constantly before 
the hens at all times, as well as 
charcoal, shells and grit, and always 
plenty of fresh water. If the water 
I freezes during the day, you must 
I provide more, and if you have grown 
| a supply of mangel or cabbage it will 
. be of great assistance in filling the 
egg basket.

LIQUOR REFERENDUM 

The liquor question — in somewhat 
novel guise — will make its appearance 
once more upon the ballot at the State 
election in November. The question 
of 2.75 percent beer is to be passed 
upon at the coming election in pursu- 
ance of a petition to this effect signed 
by 25,000 citizens. 

The exact wording of the question 
regarding the sale of 2.75 beer and 
wine, as made .public by the office oi 
the Secretary of State, follows: 

"Shall an act entitled ‘An act to 
legulate the manufacture and sale of 
beer, cider and light wines’, and in 
which it is provided that all beverages 
cotaining not less than one-half of one 
percent and not more than two and 
three-fourths percent of alcohol by 
weight at CO deg. F. shall lie deemed 
not to be Intoxicating liquor, which 
net passed the House of Representa- 
tives by a vote of 121 in favor and 67 
□ gainst, and passed the Senate by a 
vote of 26 In favor and 6 against, and 
was thereafter vetoe by His Excellen- 
cy the Governor, and failed of passage 
*n the Senate over the said veto by 
a vote of 14 in favor and 22 against, 
ho approved?" , 

This question, in short, demands of 
the voter whether he — or she — ap- 
proves of an net permitting 'he sale 
of beer and vine with .an alcoholic 
contentgpf 2.75 percent. 

When the Volstead act. placing the 
maximum alcoholic content fur bever- 
ages at one-half of 1 percent, was 
passed, the Legislature of this State 
was petitioned by 20,000 voters to pass 
an act legalizing the sale of 2.75 per- 
cent beer and wine. This act was 
passed by both branches of the Legis- 
lature. but was vetoed by Gov. Cool- 
idge. The 5000 additional signatures, 
necessary to have the question placed 
upon the ballot, have been secured.

NEWS REVIEW OF 
CURRENT EVENTS 

Russian Reds, Whipped in the 
Field, Agree to Armistice 
With the Poles. 

SUBMIT TO ALL DEMANDS 


Soviet Force* May Concentrate Against 

Wrangel — Peace In Ireland Nearer 
— Some Late Developments In 
Our Presidential Campaign. 

By EDWARD W. PICKARD. 

Thoroughly whipped by the Poles, 
the Russian Bolshevlki have signed an 
armistice with their opponents, and on 
October 14 hostilities are supposed to 
eease. The full terms agreed upon nt 
Riga have not yet been given to the 
public, hut enough has been told to 
Show that Poland has won virtually 
all her contentions. M. .Toffe, head of 
Hie Russian delegation, was In no po- 
altlon to refuse nnything within rea- 
son, and Indeed he had been Instruct- 
ed to accept almost any terms the 
Poles might offer. 

The western houndary line of soviet 
Russia was the main matter under 
discussion, and this was settled entire- 
ly In favor of the Poles, according to 
reports from Riga. The line Is placed 
so far east that Lithuania Is cut off en- 
tirely from Russia, and Poland Is 
given n corridor between those two 
countries. The boundnry agreed upon 
begins east of Dvlnsk, runs south 
through Rnranovltchl, Lunlnlots and 
Sarny, and virtually along the German 
lino of 1015 to the Roumanian frontier. 

The Poles have asserted repea tedly 
lhat the Lithuanians have been fight- 
ing alongside the Russians, and this 
boundnry settlement should, therefore, 
go far In bringing about a peaceful 
agreement between Polnnd and Lithu- 
ania ; when that Is accomplished the 
Poles will he free to turn their atten- 
tion to the establishment of their own 
government and the development of 
their country. They have agreed to be 
neutral In the Ukraine, where the so- 
viet and Petlura forces are fighting, 
and Russia gives up all claims to east- 
ern Galicia. 

It Is asserted by some correspond- 
ents that Domhskl, head of the Polish 
mission nt Riga, was moved to hurry 
up the agreement with the Russians 
by the admonitions of the British am- 
bassador in Warsaw and also by the 
movements of his political opponent. 
Prince Rapleha. In addition, say these 
correspondents, the liberal Domhskl 
element In Poland, Is somewhat 
alarmed by the successes of Baron 
Wrangel in southern Russia; consider- 
ing that the restoration of the old 
Russian empire would constitute a 
great danger to Poland. Many experts 
believe that a Russo-Pollsh pence will 
result In the crushing of Wrangel and 
bis armies. It Is taken for granted 
that the soviet government will nt 
once concentrate Its efforts on the 
Crimean front. 

However. Wrangel has been making 
such progress In hts campaign that his 
chances still seem good. In his ad- 
vance northward he has taken many 
thousand* of prisoners and vast quan- 
tities of material, and his forces also 
pushed along the coast of the Sea of 
Azov northeastward toward important 
cities on the lower Don. Rarly in the 
week It was said that Makno. the 
Ukraine Insurgent leader, had formed 
s Junction with Wrangel’* troops and 
Id s flying raid had selxed Kharkov, 
loiter a wltwleos dispatch from Mos- 
cow asserted that Makno had Joined 
the Bolshevik! and had been given a 
command against Wrangel. It was 
said his shift wus due to the refusal 
of Ids troop* to light against the Bol- 
shevik!. Makno’s pest history iuriiries 
cue to doubt the truth of this report. 
According to a Co|>enhagen newspa- 
per. General Wevgaud. who assisted 
the Poles, has gone to South Russia 
to take supreme command of the aoti- 
tov let armies there. 

The apparent < ol lapse of the lielshe- 
rtki b probably due Id larg* measure 


to the fact that the Russian crop out- 
look Is (he worst ever experienced and 
that In consequence the country faces 
starvation during the coming winter. 
Lenlne and the other leaders have 
been making desperate efforts to re- 
open commercial relations with Great 
Brltnin and Italy and to make peace 
with Roumanln, but these efforts huve 
been fruitless so far. The Red sol- 
diers nre mutinying and assassinating 
their officers, and the Russian people 
generally nre In despair. 

In Petrogrnd especially the condi- 
tions are terrible, and ull the Inhab- 
itants who can nre fleeing from the 
city. The Finnish Red Cross has just 
Issued nn appeal to the Red Cross So- 
cieties of the World describing the 
shocking state of affairs In the former 
capltul. The population 1ms shrunk to 
about 000,000, and thousands are dying 
every month of various kinds of epi- 
demics. There is no fuel, no hot wa- 
ter for baths, no street cleaning o. re- 
moval of garbage, and the streets are 
becoming impassable because the pav- 
ing blocks nre being burned and the 
wnter pipes are bursting. The hos- 
pitals nre overflowing with patients 
and their equipment Is wretchedly In- 
adequate. 

“Death," snys the report, “stalks on 
every side, wafting for winter to aid 
In the grim work of mowing down the 
silent, hungry sick, and dying thou- 
sands. With streets and houses choked 
with fllHi that Is nlrondy spreading 
spotted and Intermittent typhus, the 
cold weather will finish the task with 
pneumonia and abdominal typhus.” 

The allied mission named to handle 
the dispute between Poland and Lith- 
uania arrived at Suwalkl Tuesday to 
begin work, and on the same day. It 
was announced, the Poles and Lithu- 
anians stopped fighting. 

f 

The Adriatic dispute between Italy 
and Jugo-Slavla Is In a fair way of 
settlement, for cabinet members of 
both nations met Friday In Venice and 
resumed direct negotiations. Some 
time ago Lloyd George and Mlllerand, 
then premier of France, said if the 
Jugo-Slavs and Italians got together 
It was nobody else's business, which 
was taken as a warning to the United 
States government to keep Its hands 
off, whatever may be the disposition 
of Flume. 

If It were not for the people of Cali- 
fornia nnd a few Jingoes on both sides 
of the Pacific, the threat of unpleasant 
relations between America and Japan 
would quickly fade away. The Ameri- 
can associations of Tokyo and Yoko- 
hama have cabled to Secretary of 
State Colby a set of Joint resolutions 
urging that Americans “act with sober 
deliberation nnd patience, trusting the 
respective governments to find a so- 
lution satisfactory ami effective with- 
out afTrontlng Japan or sacrificing the 
principles of equity on either hand.” 

Viscount Ishll. the new Japanese 
ambassador to France and one of Ids 
country's wisest statesmen. Is quoted 
as saying: “War will never come be- 
tween the United Stales and Japan, 
unless the United Ktutes seizes Japa- 
nese territory or Japan seizes Ameri- 
can territory. Japan has not the re- 
motest intention of ever attempting to 
appropriate any American territory.” 
I He says there Is no trade war on he- 
| tween the two countries, nnd that la- 
bor and land problems cannot be per- 
mitted to be magnified Into questions 
| where war might be even envisaged. 

He and other Japanese leaders assert 
| that most of the people of Japan real- 
ize that most of the talk of Internu- 
| tioiial trouble Is due to the fact that 
the United States ts In the throes of a 

| presidential election. 

* 

The efforts of the Irish peace coun- 
| ell, made up of moderates from all 
parts of the Island, ure slowly lead- 
ing t* a settlement of the Irish prob- 
lem. Hie council has completed Its 
plan for dominion rule of the Island, 
and its meinlicrs say the leaders of 
the Sinn Fein have Intimated that, 
though of course they still desire eu- 
j tire Independence, they will not oppose 
the plan If it cau be shown that a ma- 
jority of the Irish jieop’.e desire It. 
Premier Lloyd George also told the 
council II must be able to assure him 
of sufficient support iu Ireland to guar- 
antee that the scheme would be work- 
| able, before be would submit It to p*r- 
‘ liarnMt. Tbe council claims to have 


this support, nnd it tuny send n depu- 
tation to Lloyd George this week. The 
first step in the plan is the creation of 
a constituent assembly In Ireland in 
which Ulster will he represented. 

President Wilson got Into the presi- 
dential campaign at the beginning of 
the week with n long letter nddressed 
to Ills fellow citizens, urging them to 
plnce the senl of their approval of the 
League of Nations covenant by their 
votes at the polls in November. He 
said: “The chief question that Is put 
to you Is, of course, Ibis: Do you want 
your country’s honor vindicated and 
the treaty of Versailles ratified? Do 
you In particular approve of the 
League of Nations ns organized nnd 
empowered in that treaty? And do 
you wish to see the United States play 
its responsible part In It?” 

He snld the opponents of the league 
had mislead the voters nnd had dis- 
played gross ignorance nnd Impudent 
audacity in their “attempt to Invent an 
‘Americnnlsm’ of their own, which hits 
no foundation whntever In tiny of the 
authentic traditions of the govern- 
ment.” 

Following this lend, Governor Cox 
and Frnnldin Roosevelt In their cam- 
paign speeches are now making the 
League of Nations the grent Issue nnd 
nre devoting to it most of their argu- 
ments. Homer S. Cummings, former 
Democratic national chairman, also 
has been called on and will speak fur 
the league In Ohio, Kansas. Indiana. 

Kentucky, New Mexico and California. 

Senator Harding abandoned his 
porch again for a quick speaking tour 
through pnrt of tin* Middle Wont, nnd 
In Ills address at Dee Moines In* ac- 
cepted the direct Issue of ratifying or 
rejecting the League of Nations cov- 
enant. He declared flatly he would 
favor slaying out of the league as 
formed at Versailles; he said he want- 
ed no acceptance of the league with 
or without reservations to elnrlfy 
America’s obligations, and that he 
thought the proper thing to no was to 
reject the covenant altogether. As for 
what ho does favor doing In the way 
of nn association of nations, he said: 

“I shall not risk embarrassing the 
final solution of a problem so mo- 
mentous by undertaking to lay down 
in advance specific details or plans. As 
soon as possible after my election I 
shall advise with the best tnluds In the 
United States nnd especially I shall 
consult In advance with the senate 
with whom, by the terms of tin* Con- 
stitution, I shall Indeed he hound to 
counsel and without whose consent no 
such International association can lx* 
formed. I shall do this to the end 
that we shall have nn association of 
nations for the promotion of Interna- 
tional peace, hut one which Mint 1 1 o<*tl 
nltely safeguard our sovereignty and 
recognize our ultimate and unmort- 
gaged freedom of action.” 

An acrimonious controversy has 
arisen between President Wilson and 
Senator Spencer of Missouri. The lat- 
ter. In campaign speeches, asserted 
that the President during the peace 
conference promised Rouuiania and 
Serbia that If needed the American 
army und navy would be sent to their 
aid. This charge Mr. Wilson branded 
as absolutely false. The senator re-

the canal had proved. They came back 
with almost every medal and decora- 
tion of the war, Including citations 
from the French, British and the other 
allies. 

In September of last year several of 
these fighters met to form a post of 
the American Legion. One had re- 
cently been an aviator In France, an- 
other as a lieutenant of engineers 
had done things In No Man’s Land 
that high British officers said were im- 
possible. A third, after many monthB 
of volunteer ambulance driving before 
America entered the war, had enlist- 
ed In the French artillery and had 
ended ns n lieutenant. Tills first post 
was Immediately followed by a sec- 
ond and the crentlon of the depart- 
ment of Panama of the American Le- 
gion with hendquarters at Cristobal. 

The first convention of the depart- 
ment was held recently on the Island 
of Taboga, 12 miles from the main- 
land of the Isthmus of Panama and In 
sight of the spot where In 1513 Vasco 
Nunez de Balboa discovered the Pa- 
cific ocean. At this convention Elbert 
S. Wald was elected department com- 
mander nnd Edward J. Daily, depart- 
ment adjutant for the coming year. 
These offices previously had been held 
by Conylngham Patterson and Her- 
bert Pearson, respectively. Arrange- 
ments were also made to have the 
Panama department represented at 
the Cleveland convention. 


“The Spirit of Temperance,” a pngeant depicting the growth of the United States Constitution up to the eighteenth 
amendment, featured the fifteenth International congress against alcoholism, held In Washington. The pngennt was 
staged on the east stops of the cnpltol. The photograph was made while the famous dry amendment held the 
center of the stage In a gnrb which to some of the spectators seemed more somber than that of his black-robed 
brothers. 


Sixteen years ago when President 
Roosevelt called on the men of Amer- 
ica to enlist In the great adventure of 
cutting u waterway from ocean to 
ocean through the Isthmus of Panama 
that the strength of the American 
fleet might not be divided by a voyage 
of weeks from the east to the west 
coast there were thousands of volun- 
teers who answered his call. To Pan- 
ama they went and built the great 
canal, fighting all the time against per- 
petual heat, almost perpetual rain, 
fevers nnd all the pests of the tropics. 

Many of them gave up the struggle 
and returned home but others stayed 
until the great dream came true. And 
they are there yet In that far-flung 
outpost of America by the locks that 
are lapped by the waters of two 
oceans. 

Again In April, 19K, came a call to 
duty — a summons to war — and that 
call was not unheard nt the canal. 
One by one men nnd women dropped 
out of the shops and offices and 
donned the army khnkl and the navy 
blue or the modest cap and cape of 
the army nurse corps until on Novem- 
ber 1L 1918, the day of the armistice, 
there were approximately 500 Canal 
men nnd women In uniform. 

They saw service In all branches of 
Amerlcnn arms. They were on land 
end sen, in the air and under the wa- 
ter. They were a versatile people and 
they were fighters as their building of

B AGS, endless In variety and uses, 
are made of many materials, but 
vivid and splendid ribbons appear to 
stimulate the genius of designers In 
the direction of shopping bags. Mil- 
linery fairly revels too In thcae gor- 
geous ribbons, that do so muck to 
tone up the brilliant hats of midwin- 
ter, but It has come to pass that bags 
dispose of many more yards of rich, 
brocaded ribbons than huts find a use 
for. Some fortunate darlings of the 
gods can Indulge themselves In hats 
with bags to match, many others con- 
tent themselves with bags or with a 
hat made of these gorgeous stuffs. 
In nny ease they carry a flavor of 
genial opulence along with them. 

A hat and bag to match made of 
rich metallic brocaded ribbon holds 
the center of the stage in the elegant 
little company shown above. Nearly 
always brocaded ribbons and plain vel- 
vets bear each other company In hats 
of this kind, but In this Instance a 
plain, heavy satin ribbon Is used for 
the turned-back hand across the front. 
It Is fastened at each side with a flat 
cahoehon of narrower satin ribbon 
(braided Into a cord) and five short 
ends are posed under the cnbochons. 
| The companion bag employs an em- 


bossed silver mounting, set with mock 
Jewels and Is finished with a cahoehon 
like those on the lint. Black and sil- 
ver brocade, In a bold Jnpnnese pat- 
tern, makes a good choice for this set 
and for the other bag of the same 
shape, shown in the picture. But 
there Is a world of patterns to choose 
from. 

The third bag Is a very odd and 
handsome combination of both hro- 
caded and plnin ribbon. It mnkeR a 
good beginning with an unusual 
mounting of silver and follows It with 
a vivid brocaded ribbon body having 
plnin satin ribbon shirred across its 
lower corners. The two ribbons go 
well together, the plain colors empha- 
sizing the vividness and richness of 
the brocaded pattern. 

Changeable taffetas make lovely 
hags; the new celluloid mountings 
harmonize with this silk, but there are 
plenty of hags made without mount- 
ings of any kind. They have handles 
of narrow ribbon usually. Velvet bags 
ornamented with heads or finished 
with bend fringes are sometimes sus- 
pended on fine steel chains to corre- 
spond with the steel nnd glass bends 
used In their adornment.

I N SOME seasons milliners appear 
to center attention on the brims 
if hats nnd at other times It Is the 
Towns that command all of their con- 
ilderution. Just now, in winter mllli- 
»ery, crowns are playing an Inconspi- 
cuous part. They refuse to take any 
responsibility, being soft und unsup- 
ported, their contour indefinite, except 
after they are adjusted to the head. 
Occasionally when assisted by u side 
band they are equal to supporting a 
.It tie embroidery but usually they are 
merely a soft covering for the top of 
the head In all fabric huts. 

Meanwhile designers are showing 
Just how many things can be done 
with brims. They are fanciful — ecceu- 
tric, whimsical, and they are exceed- 
ingly pretty and becoming. With the 
advance of the season ubd the ap- 
pearance of midwinter hats for formal 
wear a great many handsome velvet 
hats show brims of uneven width — 
and U» addition to mere unevenness 
they are split, curved, dented, slashed, 
folded and draped. Their ways are 
devious and there is no telling what 
will huppeu to them next, but it Is a 
safe guess that they will not return 
to the straight und uurrow path for 
mine time to come. 


Typical brims uppear in the group 
of lints shown In the picture. One of 
them has a very wide briin slashed 
at even intervals. It Is made of vel- 
vet and Its edges are bound with 
iieover cloth. A rose and foliage de- 
sign Is embroidered about the side 
crown with angora yarn and a little 
flat how of ribbon Is posed on the 
brim at the front. A great favorite 
in shapes has an upturned brim of 
brocaded satin, folded Into a plait at 
the tenter with chain and ball orna- 
ments placed In the folds. An up- 
turned brim draped with embroidered 
velvet is pinned to the duvetyn crown 
with two large, ornamental pins. A 
shape of black velvet, faced with blue, 
haa a brim that widens at the sides 
where it is split, curls backward, 
curves upward and turns downward 
into u hat that Is as beautiful as it is 
eccentric and the simplest hat of the 
group contents itself with a brim made 
of velvet petals, chain-stitcbei with 
heavy silk.

It seems a pity 
to spend time In titling new hearing 
caps, and so the following suggestion 
Is given to obviate the trouble.

End play in an automobile crank- 
shaft can be prevented by placing 
a bronze washer over the crankshaft 
between the bearing and flywheel. 


will compensate for this clearance 
and have a hole In It one-eighth Inch 
larger than rite *lmft. Cut the washer 
Into two pieces with a hacksaw, then 
tit two machine screws to hold the two 
parts together. This split washer 
may then he placed over the crank- 
shaft between the bearing and the fly- 
wheel flange, and will compensate for 
end play. 

Illustration Explains. 

I’pon referring to the Illustration, 
one will note that when* the retaining 
screws pass through the halves of the 
washer, the lower part has been filed 
flat. This Is to permit the fitting of a 
flat piece of Iron between the head of 
the screw and the washer. This latter 
piece of Iron should he clumped be* 
n, -a lli the head of the hearing-cap ro- 
utining bolt and will prevent the wash- 
er from rattling. — Popular Science 
Monthly.

One of the Greatest of Tests of the 
Influence of Thought on 
the Senses. 

For one who' can draw It Is not so 
difficult to look nt an object nnd de- 
pict It on paper. But to draw by the 
sense of touch Instead of the sense 
of sight Is apparently not so easy; It 
is a good test of the influence of 
thought on the senses, says the Popu- 
lar Science Monthly. 

In n demonstration of “mental draw- 
ing" the artist was blindfolded, In- 
structed to feel certain objects and 
then to- draw them. The result wus 
curious. A wooden toy representing 
a woodpecker was tuken for a model 
of a piece of machinery, and so drawn 
after a cursory examination. After a 
more careful examination by the sense 
of touch alone, the artist made un al- 
most perfect druwlng of the real ob- 
ject. lie actually drew the toy wood- 
pecker upside down, and did not know, 
until he saw It, what It wus that be 
had drawn. 

The artist ran his hands lightly over 
a cloth-covered face, feeling the feat- 
ures. Again the mind tried to Jump 
to conclusions. Tlie Hrtlst afncled the 
concealed face to be that of some one 
known to himself. After his fingers 
bad thoroughly explored the contour 
of the face he was able to make a 
more truthful dellueation representing 
what be had "seen” with his sense of 
touch.

Campaign of Assassination Is 
Making the Irish Problem 
More Difficult. 

ASQUITH ASSAILS PREMIER 


Large Part of the Island Faces Block- 
ade — Poles and Russians Sign 

"Peace Without Victory” — Amer- 
lean Agricultural Producers 
Object to Lower Prices. 

By EDWARD W. PICKARD. 

The Irish problem, Instead of ap- 
proaching a solution, seems to have 
taken n new lease of troublous life, 
grid tho woes of the Emerald Isle are 
Increasing Instead of diminishing. This 
deplorable fact Is due directly to tha 
campaign of murder, arson and Intimi- 
dation that is being carried on by what 
Sir llamar Greenwood, chief secretary 
for Ireland, calls the Inner circle of aft- 
sasslns. The dally and nightly as- 
saults on the police and other ofliclals 
of the British government provoke the 
latter to bloody reprisals which ore to 
a considerable extent condoned and 
excused by the government. Premier 
Lloyd George made a speech at Car- 
narvon which was Interpreted hy Ills 
opponents ns n justification of the re- 
prisals. He said that 238 policemen 
had been shot, of whom 100 had been 
shot dead, nnd the patience of the po- 
lice had given way, with the result 
Hint they lilt bnck. Lloyd George de- 
clared that If. as wns contended, there 
was war In Ireland, then the war must 
be waged on both sides. But when 
policemen were shot In the hack hy 
Sinn Poiriers the premier said. It was 
not war hut murder. He naked wheth- 
er, under the system of terrorism 
which made It Impossible to ohtnln 
evidence, It was any wonder the police 
sdwt the murderers. 

Herbert II. Asquith, former premier, 
who sees a chnnce to return to pow- 
er, declared I.loyd George’s speech was 
a "condonation of the hellish policy 
■of reprisals,” nnd another part of It 
he construed as “repudiation, root 
and branch, of dominion home rule.” 
He is ’•allying all anti-government 
forces for a tight, ns soon ns- parlia- 
ment opens, over British government 
in Ireland. Before that time the dele- 
gation from the Irish peace conference 
Is to he received hy the premier, nnd 
It is believed lie will then make a new 
offer to Ireland. Meanwhile the gov- 
ernment. says Sir Humnr Greenwood, 
N determined to crush the campaign 
of assassination, and if necessary will 
Increase the police force in the island 
to many thousands.

The signing of n pence trenty nnd 
armistice by the I’olish and soviet Hus- 
sion delegates at Itlgn, reported n lit- 
tle prematurely last week, took place 
on October 12. The armistice wr.s to 
become effective at midnight October 
18. Joffe, bend of the soviet delega- 
tion, described the peace ns “n pence 
without victory nnd without van- 
quished," and disinterested observers 
at Riga agreed that that described It. 
Hence it was predicted that the pact 
would not he very pleasing to either 
the Poles or the Russians. 

A peculiar complication In the af- 
fairs of that part of Europe nrose 
through the seizure of Vllna, the cnpl- 
tnl of Lithuania, by troops under the 
command of General Zellgouskl, who 
resigned from the Polish army before 
the occupation. Ills force is made up 
of both Poles and Lithuanians. He 
established n council of six In the city, 
nnd that body is planning a provision- 
al government for central Lithuania 
pending the question of the self-deter- 
minntlon of the Inhabitants of that 
district. The Polish government dis- 
avowed the occupation of Vllna by 
Zellgouskl, the Lithuanians were said 
to he mobilizing for the reenpture of 
the city, nnd It was reported that rep- 
resentatives of the League of Nations 
might be asked to straighten out the 
situation. 

As has been said before, the Rus- 
sian soviet government Is now free to 
devote all its strength to the crushing 
of Buron Wrnngel In south Russia. 
But the hnron Is wasting no time, and 
late dlspntelies front Constantinople 
say his Dnelper river campaign Is mak- 
ing excellent progress. He had Just 
captured two Bolshevik bnttnlions, oc- 
cupied two Important towns and de- 
stroyed a large munitions plant. The 
report thnt Makno, the guerrilla lead- 
er, had deserted Wrnngel Is confirmed, 
but several of his bands have been 
routed. Semenoff. the Siberian nntl- 
Bolshevlk leuder, lias given his adher- 
ence to Wrnngel and asked orders from 
hint. 

Every day brings Its batch of re- 
ports of mutinies nnd revolts against 
the soviet rule, nnd In London it was 
believed the downfall of the Lenlne 
and Trotzky regime was near. Seri- 
ous lighting was said to he taking place 
In Moscow, the troops storming barri- 
cades In the streets. Bolshevik ef- 
forts elsewhere were collapsing. The 
Armenian and Georgian armies were 
preparing to unite to defend the two 
republics against the Bolshevik Turks, 
Turtnrs and AzerbeidJjutlans. France 
and Turkey have made tm agreement 
by which the French will police Ad- 
ana. Tarsus and Mersune for the pro- 
tect but of Armenia. 

Karl Curzou, British foreign secre- 
tary has told the Russian Bolshevik 
i foreign minister that the British naval 
forces have been ordered to uttnek on 
1 Hglit any Russian submarines encoun- 
tered ou the high seas — this because 
leading members of the soviet have de- 
clared that government considers It- 
I self lu u stute of war with Great Brit- 
| ain. * 

The various factions of the Italian 
Socialist party, assembled in conven- 


ttrdny. This was taken to mean thnt 
the strike would go Into effect on Mon- 
day. The operators offered a wage in- 
crease of one shilling n day to start 
with and Inter two shillings, the min- 
ors to guarantee a certain minimum 
of production. The men had a suspi- 
cion that they were to be tricked Into 
doing more work, nnd rejected the of- 
fer by a vote of about five to one. 

The miners’ strike, It was admitted, 
would throw hundreds of thousands of 
workers In other Industries out of em- 
ployment nnd bring about n serious 
crisis In the country’s economic lue. 
The Iron nnd steel manufacturers In 
the Yorkshire districts' at once be- 
gan preparations to shut down their 
plants. The government for weeks hns 
been getting ready to handle the situ- 
ation. There was n chnnce thnt the 
other members of the triple alliance — 
the railway men and transport work- 
ers — would be nble to set up machin- 
ery for mediation nnd at least delay 
the strike. 

King Alexander of Greece, who wns 
bitten by a monkey some two weeks 
ago, hns been near death from blood 
poisoning, and at this writing Is not 
out of danger. A noted French spe- 
cialist wns hurried to Athens and ex- 
pressed the opinion thnt the king’s 
*nse was of the most critical sort hut 
not hopeless. 

Thnt the price reduction movement 
which appeared to be really started 
recently would not please everyone 
wns a certainty. The trend “back to- 
wnrd normal” made a hit with the con- 
sumer, out not with the producer. 
Now the latter Is protesting vigorous- 
ly, the lend being taken by the grow- 
ers of whuat, cotton and tobacco nnd 
the live stock men. The wheat men 
want ?3 a bushel und the cotton men 
40 cents a pound. Leading agricultur- 
al producers met In Washington, voiced 
• heir griefs, talked of a farmers’ strike 
and adopted resolutions severely criti- 
cizing government financial authori- 
ties and calling on them for aid in 
bringing about higher prices. Senator 
E. I>. Smith of South Carolina urged 
that the farmers curtail production 
nnd withhold their crops from the mar- 
ket until prices were satisfactory. For 
tills he was criticized by Benjamin C. 
i Marsh, secretary of the Farmers' Na- 
tional council., who said : 

“We must guard ugalnst some of the 
wild statements made here. There is 
no panic. Let’s get away from Bol- 
shevik statements. 

"I was astounded when Senator 
Smith suggested that the farmers 
strike, for that's what it amounts to. 
If I am not mistaken, he voted for the 
hill to make strikes by labor a fel- 
ony. When senators get up and say 
they don't understand the federal re- 
serve act, 1 think it is time we should 
get a few farmers in the senate. ^’lu- 
farmers are not going to stop produc- 
ing, but the farmers can call the bluff 
I of the federal reserve board.”

Dill Pickle* Are an Old-Faahloned Favorite. 


Pickles possess little food value but 
they add zest and vurlety to a meal. 
They are the Jazz element In the culi- 
nary world and ns such nre well 
worth the time and money the house- 
keeper expends In the uinklng of them. 
Now Is the time to lny up a supply for 
the winter, and below nre given some 
pickle recipes recommended by house- 
hold specialists of the United States 
department of agriculture. 

Dill pickles are made from fresh or 
salted cucumbers (the former nre 
’lolcer, but the latter have better 
utilities). Employ plcklejl dill seed 
r herb and “dill spice," composed of 
llspice, black pepper, coriander seed 
id bay leaves. In addition to the 
brine. 

Gives Acid Test. 

Soak 100 cucumbers In a 30-degree 
brine (about 15 ounces of snlt to 6 
qunrts of water) until the brine will 
give an acid test, I. e., turns red when 
tested with litmus paper (which may 
be bought at a drug store). Drain nnd 
i arrange In layers In a crock, putting 
In a layer of cherry or grape leaves 
first, then the cucumbers, then a few 
doves, the dill, a few small pieces ot 
red pepper, and then the leaves. Con- 
tinue until the crock Is full. Cover 
with the brine which was drained o If 
and to which has been added one-half 
'upful of mustard seed, one-half cup- 
’ of horseradish and one-half cupful 
ot salt Cover with a light weight and 
seal airtight with paraffin for winter 
use. 


USE BEANS AND PEAS 
FOR NEEDED PROTEIN 

Less Milk, Meat and Eggs Are 
Required. 


Comblnationa of Fooda Which 8upply 

a* Much of Eooentlal Substance ao 
One-Fourth Pound of Beef of 
Average Composition. 

Tiffins and pens contain more pro- 
tein than other fresh vegetables. This 
protein, however, Is not the same ns 
• the proteins of meat, milk, or egg. food 
specialists of the United States de- 
partment of agriculture say, and 
should not he used to the exclusion of 
the others. When, however, beans 
aud peas are freely used, less milk, 
meat and eggs are needed. The fol- 
lowing foods or combinations of foods 
supply as much protein us one-fourth 
pound of beef of average composition: 

Eight or nine ounces of shelled green 
peas or beans. A large dish of green 
peas may be used In place of meat for 
dinner occasionally. Muny persons like 
peHS cooked with mint or served with 
mint sauce. 

One egg nnd four or five Ounces of 
shelled green peas or beuns. An ome- 
let with pees (one egg and one cup- 
ful peas ja r person) or a baked pea 
or bean soulfie may he used as a meat 
substitute. ‘ 

One cupful sklmmllk and four ounces 
of shelled green peas or beans. A lima 
bean chowder made with sklmmllk Is 
a good lunch or supper dish. 


POPCORN QUITE DELICIOUS 

Besides Being Source of Entertainment 
for Children, It Has Important 
Food Value. 

Besides being a source of entertain- 
ment for the children, popcorn, which 
la the corn kernel cooked whole, in- 
stead of being ground and then cooked, 
obviously lias a bigb food value, as 
well as a good taste and when proper- 
ly prepared for the table It may ac- 
ceptably take the place of many of 
the breakfast foods now on the mar- 
ket. Popcorn may be eaten with rnrtlk 
aud sugar like other breakfast cereals, 
or the parched kernels which do not 
“pop out" can be ground like coffee, 
and eaten with cream aud sugar or 
can be boiled with water and aervad 


Tomato Relieh. 

Scald and skin 15 ripe tomntoes.. 
Pare, core and cut Into small pieces 
six sour apples. Peel five medium- 
sized onions. Chop all of these very 
fine, using a food chopper If you have 
one. i Put Into n large saucepan with: 

3 level teanpoonfuls ful of black pepper. 

of eelt. 1-3 teaepoonful ol 

3 green peppers or cayenne pepper, 
one level teaspoon- Vi pint of vlnogar. 

Bring to n boll nnd boll slowly 1*4 
hours. Remove the vessel from the 
stove, put the relish Into scalded Jars 
or bottles, nnd seal while hot. Thla 
Is mild nnd delicious when served 
with ments, oysters or vegetables. 

Another Use for Tomatoes. 

Use ripe tomntoes. Cut In half, 
cook thoroughly, strain through colan- 
der or sieve. To one gallon of thla 
strained pulp add two tahlespoonfuls 
of salt, one of pepper, three of sugar, 
one of powdered mustard, two pods of 
red pepper, sliced and with seeds re- 
moved; and a small muslin bag con- 
taining one tnblespoonful of whole all- 
spice, one of bits of cinnamon bark, 
one of peppercorns and one of whole 
cloves. Boll rapidly for about two 
hours or until thick; then add two 
cupfuls of vinegar, boll again If nec- 
essary to thicken further, after tak- 
ing out the spice bags. Pour Into 
scalded bottles and seal while hot 
with new corks. Chopped white onlom 
may be added to the tomato pulp.

Last year 100 coun- 
ties In the North and West carried on 
county-wide campaigns for Increased 
home efficiency, and 1,077 farm fam- 
ilies In the same territory were as- 
sisted during that time In rearranging 
farmhouse or kitchen as an Important 
first step In efficient housekeeping. 

In the 15 Southern states Inst year 
1.103 new’ houses were built according 
to plans advised by the home demon- 
stration agents, 3,370 remodeled, and 
20.811 labor-saving devices mude or 
purchased. 

CARE IN WASHING ALUMINUM 

Metal Does Not Tarnish Easily in Or- 
dinary Use, but Caution Must 
Be Used In Cleaning. 

Aluminum does not tarnish easily 
In ordinary use, but one caution 
should be observed In cleaning. Al- 
kalis discolor aluminum; therefore It 
should not he washed with strong 
soap, nor should scouring powders 
containing free alkali he used on It. 
Discoloration on aluminum may t>e 
rubbed off with whiting or flue steel 
wool (grade 00), or dissolved by the 
acid In vinegar, or by dilute oxullc 
acid. These acids must he thoroughly 
washed off the aluminum. Some spe- 
cial preparations for cleaning alumi- 
num are on the market.

The head of the American Legion 
Journeyed all the way to Centralla, 
Wash., to pay homage at the graves 
of the four men who were slain by 
members of the I. W. W. last Armis- 
tice day. Two hnndred Legion men 
nnd women accompanied Franklin 
D’OUer, their national commander, on 
Ills visit to the scene of the tragedy, 
nnd stood with bowed heads In Moun- 
tain View cemetery ns he pledged the 
Legion to everlasting reverence to the 
memory of Its martyred members. 

There was nothing of rancor In 
D’Oller’s reference to the men who 
killed the peaceful pnraders. But the 
speech served warning, as hundreds of 
other Incidents of Legion history of 
the last year have served warning, 
that the Legion is a wall of steel 
against all advoentes of violence, 
whether they dub themselves "wob- 
blles" or purlor bolshevlsts. 

“I come herd as to the shrine of the 
American Legion." said D'Oller. stand- 
ing nt the foot of the grave of War- 
ren Grimm, killed nt the head of the 
Armistice day parade. “Centralla will 
tnenn to the Legion what Bunker Hill, 
Gettysburg and Chateau Thierry mean 
to the nation. At these places. Hie 
spirit of America met the enemy and 
triumphed.

FOOD FOR A FOURYEAROLD. 

As growing children need food to 
supply the wnste going on In their 
active little bodies, he- 

§ cause they are constantly 
In motion, and to supply 
building material to 
build those bodies it ts 
absolutely necessary that 
every mother should 
h a v e a n Intelligent 
knowledge of the kind of 
food her * child needs. 
With the world full of literature on 
the subject there is no excuse for 
Ignorance. The mother who Is in- 
formed should see to It that her neigh- 
bor knows as well, for we know to 
he safe from all the evils of poor food 
and Ignorance ourselves, we must 
help other people to he as wise. 

In many homes the price of milk 
keeps the poor mother from buying 
what her children really need. Other 
foods for a child from Infancy 
through the school age may he slight- 
ed but milk should be a const-lit food. 

Strong hones and teeth depend on 
calcium; in combination with phos- 
phorus It Is their chief mineral ele- 
ment. Milk Is the most vnluable food 
to supply these compounds. Calcium 
Is nlso obtained from the outer conts 
of grains, hence whole wheat, bran 
foods, oatmeal and corn are all most 
wholesome and necessary. 

A generous supply of vegetables and 
fruit Is also necessary as they furnish 
Iron In large proportions as well as 
other necessary minerals. 

For breakfast — a tablespoonful or 
two of prune pulp, one-half cupful of 
well cooked oatmeal with three table- 
spoonfuls of top milk, one slice of 
buttered toast and a glass of milk or 
three-fourths of a cupful. At ten- 
thirty another glass of milk and a 
cracker. 

Dinner — Cream of spinach soup, a 
half cupful ; one egg, one medium-sized 
linked potato, one slice of bread with 
a tenspoonful of butter nnd a small 
cupful (one-fourth of a measuring 
cupful) of Junket, 

For supper — One-fourth of a cupful 
of cream of wheat, two tnblespoonfuls 
of top milk, a glass of milk to drink 
and one slice of bread, with butter. A 
baked apple or three-eighths of a 
cupful of apple sauce.

Spiced Steak. — Melt 
two taldespoonfuls of butter, fry one 
large onion minced In It until a rich 
brown ; tnke out the onion. Cut one 
flank steak in pieces, dredge with 
flour, fry In the butter, take out the 
meat, add two cupfuls of hot water, 
three taldespoonfuls of vinegar, one 
teaspoonful of mustard, one teaspoon- 
ful of salt nnd one-half tenspoonful of 
pepper. Thicken the gravy, put in a 
casserole and cook one hour. This 
will serve six people. 

Nut Balls. — Take one cupful of 
chopped cold veal, add 12 chopped ul- 
uionds, one egg, one-half teaspoonful 
of salt, pepper to taste. Mix and 
roll into halls, place in a baking pan 
nnd pour over one cupful of rich, high- 
j ly seasoned tomato sauce. Serve on 
i u platter gnrnished with water cress. 
Tomato Aspic. — Take two cupfuls of 
toiuuto boiled with one slice of oulon, 
one teaspoonful of salt, one-eighth 
of a teuspoonful of. pepper, boil 20 
minutes und strain. Add two table- 
spoonfuls of gelatin, dissolve in one- 
half cupful of cold water, celery salt; 
salt und bay leaf may be added to 
the first mixture before boiling. Strain 
and (tour into a mold and cool. 

Celery With Cheese. — Cut the 
courser stalky of celery and cook un- 
til tender in boiling salted water. 
Place a layer of the cooked celery In 
a buttered baking dish, cover with a 
layer of rich, well seasoned white 
sauce, sprinkle generously with grated 
cheese and repeat with another layer 
of each. Finish the top with bat- 
tered crumbs and hake until the 
crumbs are brown. 

Fruit Punch. — Shred four oranges 
and two lemons. Add two cupfuls of 
water for each cupful of pulp, and 
sweeten to taste. Flavor with a small 
bottle of grape juice. 

Green Peeper and Cheese. — Remove 
the piece around the stem of perfect 
shaped peppers, scoop out all white 
membrane and seeds. Press solidly 
into the pepper cups enough cream 
cheese to fill. Let stand uutil cold 
and firm. Cut In slices one-fourth of 
an Inch in thickness and serve uu let- 
tuce with French dressing.

Dr. John M. Tutt, C. S. 13.. a member 
of the Hoard of Lectureship of the 
Mother Church, the First Church of 
Christ, lectured at Hates Opera House 
cn Sunday evening to a large audience 
on “Christian Science — The Leaven of 
Spirit.” A synopsis will be of Interest: 

“People generally are aware that 
Christian Science has touched the 
lives of individuals and has worked In 
such persons profound changes for the 
better in mind. In morals, in body. 
Have you ever considered the changes 
in general thought and life since 
Christian Science began its reforma- 
tory mission? Not only have individ- 
uals been affected directly, but the 
transforming influence has extended 
to the universal thought, so that those 
who have not yet come to know Chris- 
tian Science have nevertheless .con- 
formed to much of its basic teaching. 

“Surely, though slowly, nnd oft-times 
by devious by-paths, thought has been 
coming into agreement with the great 
spiritual facts revealed in Christian 
Science. Colneidently basic changes 
have occurred In human affairs, touch- 
ing the academy, the pulpit, and the 
medical forum to higher, even to more 
spiritual issues. Science, theology and 
medicine are so woven into the warp 
and woof of human existence that they 
constitute its motif. 

“Indeed, invoicing as they do salva- 
tion, both heie and hereafter, these 
are the indispensable factors in human 
life today, they are the basis of the 
hope of a tomorrow. 

“Now the human mind is Unite, its 
every sense is. of course# limited. 
The human mind’s concepts ot science, 
theology and medictne. never rise 
uhove the limits by which the human 
thought is hounded, for it ran of itself 
rise no higher than itself. That self 
is material, and hence to the unen- 
lightened. thought, science, theology 
and medicine seem material. 

“Physical science, scholastic theology 
and material medicine have operated 
in human consciousness to belittle 
God with finite form and nature, and 
to # bind man with the trammels ot 
matter. ’ 

“Spiritually considered and therefore 
rifcjitly viewed, science, theology and 
medicine express modes of divine 
consciousness, activities of the divine 
Mind, or the infinite Principle, God 
To be true, to be Christian, religion 
must take into account these divinely 
mental inodes; human action based 
cn them is most Christian, most spirit- 
ually scientific, hence nearest right 

“Christ Jesus, science, his theology, 
bis medicine, were spiritual and there- 
fore were true. Christian Science, 
without the limitations of matter, was 
the Science of Christ Jesus: Christian 
theology, without scholastic dogma, 
was the religion of Christ Jesus; 
Christian healing without material 
medica. was thf medicine «»f Christ 
Jesus. 

| “It will be understood that Christian 
Stii-ure does not <«jiue to de-trov 
science, theology and medicine, but 
I rather to leaven the human concept 
of them. It comes to purge out the 
old lump. In the leaveniug. science 


is shorn of physical fetters, theology 
is cleansed of the misconcents of 
creed and dogma, and medicine Is 
relieved of matter and properly related 
to Mind. 

“Thus spiritualization of thought 
raises the concepts of science, theolo- 
gy and medicine to a higher basis, 
reveals them to be in truth modes of 
divine Mind, and restores them in 
human consciousness to their rightful 
place, from which material theories 
have debased them.”

Many Small Adjustments Are 
Needed to Remove Play and 
Insure Smoothness. 

JERKING HARMFUL TO AUTO 


Misfiring Reduces Power of Engine to 

Such an Extent That Car Must 

Naturally Run With Most 
Uncomfortable Motion. 

During the last few weeks the 
writer Inis received n grout number of 
Inquiries In which owners complain 
thill the car bucks nr jerks at low 
speeds. This condition Is not only un- 
comfortable for the passengers hut It 
Is detrimental to the car. says a writer 
In Chicago Tribune. The ordinary 
garage mechanic — I mean the “gyp" 
sort — usually cannot make a proper 
diagnosis, and he cures the trouble 
only after lie has taken the ear half 
apart. If your car bucks, nnd you 
cannot determine the cause after read- 
ing this article, have a competent 
service mini drive the car. 

A car In perfect mechanical condi- 
tion throughout will throttle down to 
live or four or even three tulles an 
hour and pull evenly, but let there be 
misfiring and Immediately the whole 
car starts to Jerk. The misfiring so re- 
duces the power of tin* engine and pro- 
duces such lapses In the power Im- 
tmlses that the car must nnturnlly run 
vlih a jerky motion. Tills applies to 
all cars, whether new or old. When- 
ever i In* engine cannot develop enough 
power to pull Its load It falters just as 
a horse will tighten and then permit 
alack Iti the traces. You would do jhe 
same tiling If von were dragging a 
heavy load. A carbonized engine can- 
not develop full power with a given 
throttle sotting,’ Poor ignition, poor 
carburet Ion. Improper valve timing, or 
ant abnormal engine condition Is llke- 
lv 1T1 reduce the power and make the 
engine falter. It might even stall. 

Common Cause of Trouble. 

Pill apart from the engine there are 
n'hcr cutises of ibis common trouble. 
The commonest is due to too much 
p'uv between the driving pinion and 
the large bevel gear or ring gear in 
the n\le. |t may. however, he due to 
excessive plnv anywhere In the drlv- 
h ■ st stem from the clutch to the rear 
wheels,

AUTOMOBILE BUMPER USEFUL 

Ingeniously Made to Act as Lifting 
Jack and Lock — Illustration 
Shows Plan. 

An automobile bumper which does 
not differ greatly from the usual forms 
Is Ingeniously tnnde to net, on occa- 
sion, ns a lifting jack nnd a lock, by a 
Michigan Inventor. The bumper Is In 
two pnrts, which overlnp in the center 
nnd nre normally held by n bolt.

The petitions for a change in the 
Weymouth town government has res* 
urrected the Board of Trade, and 1 
President Humphrey has taken the 
initiative by calling an open meeting 
for next Wednesday evening for n 
general discussion of the whole ques- 
tion. He invitee the women as well 
as the men, and promises to have 
some one from Brookline or Water- 
town to explain the new representa- 
tive form of town government which 
prevails In those towns. 

With over 6300 voters it becomes 
imperative to make a change, because 
there is no hall, or prospect of a hall 
that will seat even 2000 voters. 

Now does not seem to be the op- 
portune time to establish a city form 
of government, because of the added 
expense. Although Weymouth has 
over 15,000 .population Jt ns no center 
and does not present a city appearance. 
It covers a large area, nnd the ward 
centers are miles apart. 

Some form of representative town 
government seems desirable, nnd it 
should be so framed to give all parts 
of the town representation. Not alone

The king of Greece was still alive at 
this writing, but his condition was so 
serious that preparations for the sue- , 
cession were being made.

Secretary of the Treasury Houston, 

In an address before the American i 
Bunkers’ association In Washington, 
gave the country warning that there Is 
little chance that taxes will he re- 
duced, becuuse receipts from Income 
and profits taxes are decreasing. In 
order to meet current hills, including 
interest on sinking fund charges, said 
the secretary, und also to retire the 
llonting Indebtedness und u consider- 
able part of the Victory notes before 
the close of the fiscal year 1923, tax re- 
ceipts must be kept up to the level of 
not less than $4,000,000,000 a year. Mr. 
Houston snld that on the basis of pres- 
ent diminishing receipts the total for 
the fiscal year 1921 may not materially 
exceed that figure. 

There Is little immediate prospect of 
the payment of the war debt of foreign 
nutions, according to Mr. Houston, but 
he said he did not believe the people 
would receive with favor the proposi- 
tion to cancel that debt, since they 
would have to puy tuxes to meet the 
Interest und redeem the principal of 
$10,000,000,000. 

Discussing tiio general credit situa- 
tion, Mr. Houston said the furiners ure 
“naturally disturbed and distressed,” 
but are seeking relief “through meas- 
ures, some of which are not practica- 
ble, und others of which are suicidal.”

offer a serious check to Increased In- 
vestment by holders of large wealth. 

The conduct of American affairs in 
Haiti 1ms been the subject of much 
heated discussion, and charges of “ID- 
discriminate killing'’ of natives by the 
marines, made in a report by Mujor 
General Burnett, former commandant 
of the corps, led Secretary Daniels to 
| summon a court of inquiry. General 
Burnett now says the matter Involves 
only a small portion of the marine 
corps on duty In Haiti, and that in 
general the marines have done their 
duty splendidly. Admiral Knapp, who 
has studied conditions in Haiti for Sec- 
retary Daniels, says American Inter- 
vention in the island republic should 
continue for at least another genera- 
tion. He admits that perhaps 3,000 na- 
tives have been killed In necessary op- 
erations since American occupation, 
but denies that any were killed delib- 
erately or wantonly.

The tarnish on copper, brass and 
bronze Is copper carbonate. It mny be 
removed by friction, or dissolved la 
weak adds. 

Rottenstone mixed with oil to a 
creamy consistency Is the common 
substance used on these metals. After 
this cleaner has been applied the 
metal should be polished with a soft 
cloth. A final rubbing with dry rotten- 
Btone or whiting will give the metal 
an even brighter luster. 

Oxalic acid solution, buttermilk or 
vinegar, especially when warmed, 
quickly dissolves the tarnish on these 
metals. All traces of these cleaning 
agents must be removed, however, or 
the metal will tarnish again very 
quickly, say household specialists of 
the United States department of agri- 
culture. Washing the metal In water, 
drying It, and rubbing It with dry 
whiting Is usually effective. The wMt- 
Ing not only takes up moisture but 
polishes by friction.

Casserole. — Havo 
two pounds of 
Ml ^ MB chops from the 

best end of a 
neck of mutton,

quarts of potatoes and six ontons. Put 
a layer of potatoes and onions In the 
bottom of the casserole, and sprinkle 
with salt and pepper. Place the meat 
above the vegetables, sensonlng well, 
then a layer of vegetables as before. 
Pour boiling water or broth to come 
nearly to the top of the Inst Inyer. Cov- 
er and cook gently In a moderate oven 
for three hours. 

Baked Sweet Potatoes and Bacon. — 

Scrub potatoes or ynms well and put 
Into the oven to bake. When nenrly 
done, remove from the oven and cure- 
fully remove the skin. With two 
wooden toothpicks fasten a slice of ba- 
con around each ; sot them Into the 
oven In a baking dish and bake until 
the bacon Is cooked. Serve at once. 

Hashed Brown Potatoes. — Chop five 
or six cold boiled potatoes fine, add a 
half teaspoonful of salt and a few 
dashes of pepper. Have ready one- 
third of n cupful of fat, tried out of 
salt pork, hot In an Iron frying pnn. 
Put In the potatoes and stir while they 
become hot, then spread effenly over 
the pan, cover and let stand until 
brown on the bottom; with a spatula 
carefully fold over the other half and 
turn onto a hot platter. Garnish with 
parsley. 

Banana Fluff. — Peel three Imn&nns 
and cover them with two tablespoon- 
fuls of lemon juice and one of grape- 
fruit Juice; cover and place on lea. 
After an hour mash them and heat 
well, adding one-half cupful of pow- 
dered sugar and the unbeaten whites 
of three eggs, one at n time. When 
light add a teaspoonful or two of 
vanilla and serve In glasses with one- 
third fresh fruit (or canned will. do), 
dusted with minced pistachio nuts or 
candled mint leaves. 

Rice With Strawberry Sauce. — Cook 
rice ns usual, and chill ; mold If de- 
sired. Servg In Individual dishes with 
fresh strawberries crushed, mixed with 
sugar and whipped cream.. Strawber- 
ries which have been put up crashed, 
with equal parts of sugar, are fully as 
good us the fresh fruit

Have ready French dress- 
ing made with a little scraped onion 
and fiuely-chopped parsley. Dry the 
cucumbers on a cloth, stir in the dress- 
ing and set u slice between two pieces 
of prepared bread. Garnish with 
parsley and serve at once. Thin slices 
of ripe tomuto made good sandwich 
filling, treating the same as the cu- 
cumbers. 

Milwaukee Sandwich For each 

sandwich toast two slices of white 
bread, and one of rye. Set one slice 
of tout* oq heart leaves of lettuce. 
On this set four broiled or fried oys- 
ters ; cover with the slice of rye bread 
and on this lay two thin slices of the 
breast of chickeu, two crisp slices of 
bacon and horseradish sauce; cover 
with the last piece of toast and ar- 
range on this sliced radishes and sweet 
pickles. Kemove the skin from a 
small tomato, cut out the hard center 
and fill with sauce tarture; arrange 
on a lettuce leaf beside the sandwich. 

Pineapple Tapioca Sponge. — Heat 
one pint of grated pineapple In a dou- 
ble boiler; add half a cupful of boiling 
water, one-fourth of a teaspoonful of 
salt; then stir In one-half cupful of 
qulck-cooklug tapioca. Stir occasion- 
ally and cook 20 minutes, or until the 
tapioca Is clear; add half a cupful of 
sugar and the Juice of half a lemon, 
then fold In the whites of two eggs 
beaten stiff. Serve hot with top milk 
and sugar. 

Caramel Frosting. — Cook one cupful 
of sugar and three tablespoon fuls of 
caramel sirup and one-fourth of a cup- 
ful of boiling water to a firm ball, 
pour la a fine stream on the white of 
one egg beaten stiff, beat until alight- 
ly stiffened then spread on the cake. 
Decorate with walnut meats.

PREVENT KNOCKS 

Annoyance Found in Old-Model 
Automobiles Caused by Too 
High Compression. 


6ASKET REMEDIES TROUBLE 


Composition-Board Device Ralaea En- 

gin* Cylinder* and Ellmlnatea An- 
noyance — Leaa Wear and Tear 
Thrown on Bearing*. 

Owner* of old-model automobiles 
are annoyed by a knocking which oc- 
curs under a light load. This usually 
sounds like a carbon or advanced spark 
knock, while ns a matter of fact too 
high compression Is the cause. 

Perhnps the most simple method 
used to reduce high compression Is by 
removing the cylinders and placing a 
thick gasket between the cylinders and 
the ernnk case. 

How Scheme Is Worked. 

Remove the cylinders. Place them 
on a bench, cleaning both flnnge and 
engine base thoroughly. From a sheet 
of flat tin make n template, which must 
be nn exact reproduction of the base 
of the cylinders, except that nil the 
openings, such ns piston and bolt 
holes, nr* about one-eighth Inch lnrger 
than those In the cylinders. 

The template Is used ns a pattern 
for marking out and forming the 
cylinder-raising gasket. This method 
permits the gasket to be made with- 
out the necessity of placing It under 
the cylinder after each operation to 
see that It Is right. A copper asbestos 
Jacket cannot be used as a pattern, 
because sufficient clearance Is not nf- 
forded. 

Procure a sheet of red composition 
board one-quarter Inch thick, then, 
using the template ns a pattern, mark 
out the cylinder and bolt holes and the 
outside form on the composition hoard, 
using a gasket-cutting tool, as shown 
In Fig. 1, and n drill press, carefully 
cur out piston and holt holes, making 
these one-eighth Inch larger than the 
true diameters. With n bandsaw, 
or keyhole saw, cut the composi- 
tion hoard to conform to the outside 
shape of the pattern. 

Cylinders Are Raised. 

Remove all the burred edges with a 
file. Place the composition board on 
the engine base and bolt the cylinder 
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A Composition-Board Gasket Will 
Raise Your Engine Cylinders and 
Eliminate High Compression and 
Other Engine Knocks. 

Into place, as shown in Fig. 2. Care 
must he taken not to use too much 
shellac. 

It.v this means the cylinders are 
raised, resulting In a larger compres- 
sion space and. of course, less com- 
pression Is created. Further, the en- 
gine will pull much better and less 
wear and te ir will be thrnwu upon the 
engine hearings. 

It will he necessary to readjust the 
valves after the Job has been com- 
pleted — Ronald L. Prindle in Popular 
Belem e Monthly. 


CAUSE OF POUNDING ENGINE 

If Regular and Continuous It I* Likely 
to Be From Lott Motion In the 
Bearing*. 

If a pound In the engine la regular 
and continuous It Is likely to he from 
lost motion In the bearings. If It Is 
Irregular and occasional It Is more 
likely to be due to prelgnltlon caused 
by Incandescent carbon or from Imper- 
fect electrical connections. If the 
pounding Is accompanied by occasion- 
al missing, especially If the missing 
I* more frequent when the car Is run- 
ning than when the engine Is Idling, 
It Is more apt to be due to Imperfect 
electrical connections. 


ESCHEW CHEAP GREASE CUPS 

More Than Likely to Become Worth- 

leee In Short Time When New 
Onee Mutt be Bought. 

Cheap grease cups are more than 
likely to become worthless In a short 
time. It Is almost Impossible for the 
ordinary mnn to turn one of these cups 
down, and even If he Is nble to. the 
operation may not send the grease 
home where It Is needed. The only 
remedy for this condition Is to Install 
really efficient grease cups or get a 
lubrication system of the kind that 
puts grease In the bearings under high 
pressure. 

TO REPLACE VALVE SPRINGS 

Good Plan to Compress Each In VlM 

Until Short Enough to Go Easily 
Into Place. 

An easy way of replacing valve 
springs consists of compressing each 
spring In a vise until It Is short enough 
to go easily Into plnce and allowing 
the holding key to be Inserted, and, 
while In this compressed condition, 
tying It with wire so that It cannot 
expand. After It Is In plnce and the 
key Is put In the wire Is clipped and 
removed. 

PLAN FOR THINNING CEMENT 

High-Test Gasoline of Bisulphide of 
Carbon Is Proper Agent— Oil 
Is Deadly Foe. 

The nttentlon of car owners should 
he directed to the inndvlsnbllity of 
thinning rubber cement with ordinary 
gasoline, which contains too much oil 
to he snfe for thnt purpose. Oil Is a 
deadly foe of rubber. High-test gas- 
oline or bisulphide of carbon Is the 
proper agent for thinning rubber ce- 
ment. 

FIX CRACKED WATER JACKET 

Not as Serious Trouble as Many Im- 
agine — Examine to See If There 
Is Leak In Cylinder. 

A cracked water Jacket Is not as 
serious trouble as one might Imagine. 
The cylinder should be removed and 
the Inside examined to make sure that 
there Is no leak Into the cylinder. If 
there Is, that must be repaired also. 
If not. the lenk In the water Jacket 
eun be welded and the casting made 
serviceable again.

GARDEN HINTS FOR OCTOBER 

By Edward Lukeman. 

Seeding time is now practically oTer, 
hut the time for harvesting crops and 
the covering of others for winter 
protection has arrived, therefore nil 
important work should he well in 
hand and finished pron^rtly. All 
growing crops will still require your 
attention nnd cultivation. . Preparation 
enn also he made for the sewing of 
enhhage, cauliflower and lettuce for 
next senson, if yon desire. They will 
have to be wintered over In a cold 
frame — it's claimed t tint the plants 
wintered over are hardier than those 
planted in a hot-hed In spring. This 
may be so. but ones planted about 
March 1 will answer the purpose, nnd 
you won’t have the enre of the cold 
frame which you will hnvo if you sow 
the seed now. Celery nnd winter cab- 
bage should hnve constant care nnd 
attention nnd kept, growing until 
brought to maturity. 

Tills is the ideal month to sow grass 
seed for permanent liny crops, or for 
new lawns. Most of the seeds that 
start now will all bo winterkilled, 
and in springtime very few will be 
able to take root; while if you delay 
sowing until spring then nil kinds 
will start nnd continue growing until 
killed by hard frost. If you contem 
plate maiding a new lawn, or seeding 
any lot for hay do so this month if 
at all possible. 

Any time during October Is the time 
to plant tulips, hyacinths, crocuses 
etc., but to be successful In their cul- 
tivation the soil should be rich and 
light. If inclined to be heavy mix 
with sand and leaf-mold from the 
woods. As soon as cold weather sets 
in cover the bed with leaves or 
meaUow hay and let It remain until 
Fprlng. when it should be removed 
and the bed gone over with r. steel 
rake, so as to loosen up the earth. 

There are no flowers grown that will 
give you more pleasure than the above 
coming into blossom so early in the 
springtime, after a long cold winter 
and none more universally loved and 
admired. 

Now is an excellent time to go over 
your garden and see If any crop you 
planted was disappointing. If so, 
note the cause. It may have been 
from poor seed, or it may have been 
from poor soil. Perhaps you may 
have neglected weeding and cultivat- 
ing. which are so essential to success. 
Whatever the cause, try to eliminate 
it In the future. 

I kojpe all who have followed this 
column carefully visit the Fails. You 
surely will find something either in 
the fruit, vegetables, or livestock and 
poultry to interest you. If It is the 
animals that interest you. note care- 
lully the difference between the pure 
bicds and scrubs or mongrels that 
are so numerous, nnd its even more 
eo with poultry. 

Its costs no more to feed the pure- 
breds than the mongrels; while the 
balance is nearly always on the right 
side. 

If anyone who reads this column 
Is thinking of starting in tho poultry 
business next spring he ought to start 
with good stock. It's a pleasure to 
care for good stock. On the other 
hand you won’t enthuse much over 
stock that lias no good points about 
it, and no one can blame you for it. 

In the egg-laying contests that have 
leen going on for 12 yeurs at Storrs, 
C onn., it is only on very rare nccasions 
that the mongrels are mentioned. 

Anyone who keeps poultry above 25 
or 30 hens ought to have a good house 
for them. It won't cost a great deal. 
You can buy second-hand lumber very 
l easonahle and ii will answer l lie pur- 
pose just as well as new. Have a 
carpenter lay out the frame and you 
can do the rest yourself. Grade up

.Tames C. lllce, conch of the Colum- 
bia crews, has been in the rowing 
gnmc 35 yenrs. He began Ills com- 
petitive career In 1885, while still In 
ids ’teens. From 18S5 until 1SKI4 he 
competed In all the nntlonnl regattas 
held In Canada, ns well ns many In 
the Stutes, nnd was a consistent win- 
ner. 

As enrly ns 1892 Bice took tip coach- 
ing along with his racing. Ills first 
pupils were the members of the Sun- 
nyslde Boat club of Toronto, Canndn. 
In 1893 he went to the Toronto Row- 
ing club and the following year was 
signed by the Argonaut club, one of 
the biggest rowing clubs In Canada. 
Ho remained with the latter organiza- 
tion four years, during wlilcb time he 
enjoyed unusual success. 

In 1898 he received a call from the 
Brockvllle club of Canada. 

The Detroit Boat club, one of the 
most prominent In the country, then 
secured Itlce’s services. This was the 
first American crew the veteran 
coached. He was with the Detroit out- 
fit until 1904, when he got Ills first 
chance to coach an American college 
nnvy. 

Harvard university was the Institu- 
tion thnt sent for Rice nnd In his two 
years th*--e he succeeded so well that 
Columbia, seeking a capable man to 
put Its rowing affairs lu shape, coaxed 
the veteran Canadian from the Crim- 
son. Bice has been with the New 
Yorkers ever since. 

Among Bice’s most notable victories 
while la competition was his winning

“This menns thnt a lnrge mnjorlty 
of the touchdowns will result In 
gonls, but It does not entirely elimi- 
nate the possibility of missing.
